Toronto Normal School General 
Hughes secured a first class certificate 
tin re. and after pursuing a course at 
tin- Unlverslt) of t ronto, was engaged 

for some years as i school teacher in 

Hell. Mile, btfford, Bowmanyllle and 
Tor into, in I88S he abandoned this 
profession to enter Journalism, pur- 
chasing the "Lindsay Warder," a news- 
paper which be brought to a high level 

among Ontario weeklies ami edited 
I most successfully tor twelve years. 

General Hughes' connection with the 
volunteer militia dales from bis teens. 
By the lime he had reached tbe age 
of l'O, he tn ld a commission in the 
loth militia regiment, with which he 
is still connected as honorary colonel 
He gradually rose in rank, becoming'' 
lieutenant-colonel commanding the 
regiment m 1897. General Hughes saw 
service earl) In life, at thu time of the 
Fenian Bald, ami when difficulties 
arase with the Hoers in 1800, It seemed 
only natural that he should have be, n 
among the first Canadians to volun- 
teer for active service, The part which 
he played in this campaign Is so well 
known as to make its repetition here 
needless. Perhaps bis most notpil ex- 
ploit during his services in South 
Africa was bis celebrated advance into 
Bechuanaland, In command of a Brit-

On Saturday last two of the best teams that have ever lined up 
against one another on any Canadian intercollegiate gridiron met at 
the 'Varsity Stadium. The University of Toronto boys emerged 
victorious after fighting an uphill game all through. The game was 
clean and the plays of both sides were worthy of praise. Our heart- 
iest congratulations go to the wearers of the blue and white as 
Champions. 

It is the tenth time that 'Varsity have won the title since the 
league was formed in 1 898 and on not one of these occasions have 
they deserved it more than in the present instance. Bulldog determ 
ination won them the match in spite of the score that until the last 
stood against them. 

McGill and the University of Toronto have bee* rivals in all 
athletics since the Intercollegiate Union was formed. Defeat at rug- 
by should stir McGill to greater efforts at the other sports which 
are always so keenly contested between these two Universities. 



What Are We Drilling For ? 

It was announced a few days ago that the McGill Battalion 
has reached a strength of eleven hundred men. Only twenty stu- 
dents outside of the Medical Corps have volunteered for the Sec- 
ond Contingent. The question arises since the others have shown 
no immediate willingness to go to the front, What are we drilling 
for? 

We have read, until we are sick of the sight of them, the effu- 
sions of myriads of so-called poets who seem to have sprung up. 
since the beginning of the war, like musrhooms in a night, and who 
revel in endless permutations and combinations of the same two or 
three ideas. They have hammered in upon us. in their maudlin 
strains, the "Spirit of Drake and of Wellington." "the courage of 
our fathers, etc.," until we have barred the "patriotic poem" from 
our reading. 

Yet at the base of all these bombastic flights, there is a kernel 
of truth, and it is to this that we must go for the answer of our 
question. We are a people of proud traditions, which every man 
has, to some extent, arrogated to himself, and each of us, atom as he 
is in the grand scheme of Empire, feels that he will not submit to a 
foreign over-lordship. It is for this that we arc preparing, so that 
if the time comes, when England shall call for further aid. whe- 
ther it shall be our lot to command, or to fight in the trenches that 
our own spades have dug, we will answer READY. 



while the Government welcomed th 
proposal ii could Hot. at that time, 
pledge itself to incur the expense of 
equipping and training any military 
nuns save those which were actually 
being prepared (or immediate active 
service. 

Consequently it lu-came necessary for 
McGill men to make arrangements by 
which they might themselves defray 
the expenses of the military organiza- 
tions which they were determined to 

establish m Montreal, a Finance Com- 
mittee was formed, which, on the first 
,.f October, commenced to collect sub- 
scriptions among the graduates and 
undergraduates, of McGill, and from 
friends of the University. 

The response which they received 
has been an exceedingly generous one. 
The amounts which have been asked 
for from individuals has been small; 
nevertheless, some very handsome sub- 
scriptions have been received. En- 
thusiastic letters >f goodwill accom- 
panied by subscriptions have come in 
from all parts of the world; and they 
aie still being received. Up to the 
present something over l^.ooo have 
been received. 

The list given Pel >w contains the 
names of those who have subscribed, 
in the order in which their suhscrip- 
lions were received- The list of sub- 
scribers will he completed In a special 
number of the McGill Dally, which 
will be issued for the Graduates' So- 
ciety shortly before Christmas. Then 
the Finance Commit! >c will publish an 
account of the work which they have 
dona Ai present they wlaa to convey 
their thanks to all of those who, in 
subscribing, have made their task of 
raising funds for the regiment a pleas- 
ant and a satisfying one.

The Graduates and The Regiment 

The distinct innovation at McGill this session has been the Uni- 
versity regiment. In this everyone is on a level, graduates, profes- 
sors and students march together in the ranks and forgei all form- 
al relations in a general marching chorus. On the one hand, the 
formation of the regiment has diverted the students' attention from 
certain purely College activities, notably "TheLit.," which arc pro- 
minent in times of peace ; but on the other the relations between 
Alumni and the University have become very much closer, in fact 
it is through the loyal support of the graduates that the organiza- 
tion was made possible. A large percentage of the rank and file 
arc past students; certain graduates who are prominent in the pro- 
fessional life of Montreal offered their services as company organ- 
izers, and by their popularity with the student body and with the 
business community were largely instrumental in bringing the regi- 
ment up to its present strength. The financial support offered was 
most gratifying and the first batch of uniforms supplied by grad- 
uates' money has already arrived. Not only money but time has 
been freely given to organization and drill, so that a body of men 
have been got together who are a credit to the city. In all mat- 
ters of public concern it is for the University men to take the lead, 
and for the efficiency of a University loyal support by the Alumni 
is essential. We are glad this has been so spelndidly given this 
year, and are confident it is an augury for the future.

Ottawa College has once more ask- 
ed for re-admittance to Intercollegiate 
company, this tune in hockey. A re- 
quest was received from the Ottawa 
men that they be allowed to Join the 
ranks and play hockey this winter. 
The executive decided that the differ- 
ent clubs be asked their opinion on the 
subject and their vote should he sent 
to Seoretary OeMuth. If these votes 
are in favor of admitting Ottawa to 
the league, Otto OeMuth will have to 
draft a new schedule, but if the clubs 
cannot ajtree the subject will he leH 
over until January when the annual 
meeting of the Association will he 
held.
